Santa Ana college faculty members are being asked to buy associated 
student tickets, and are almost compelled to do so in order to have the 
privilege of donating their time and efforts as advisers of clubs. 

This is not the only place where they are asked to donate money as 
every community enterprise that requires donations expects school teachers 
to give handsome gifts because they hold public jobs and “live off the tax- 


payers.” 


We who are in personal contact with teachers know that they earn 
their salaries as much as any other worker, and that they are being imposed 
upon to have to give to so many outside concerns. 

We have a suggestion to make to help teachers save the $4 required 
for these tickets. Why could clubs not pool together the price of the ticket 
for their adviser, so that he would not have to buy one himself? It might 
be well to add that about the only thing a teacher gets out of a student 
ticket is Del Ano, and these he usually turns over to Mrs. Northcross to be 
given to graduating students who cannot afford them. 

If you do not like this suggestion, why could it not be required of each 
club to hold a student ticket itsel{ to belong to the Associated students? 
They all get subsidies of various sorts from the Associated student budget, 
so why should they not pay this small pittance back into the fund? 

El Don is only suggesting a way to eliminate an unfortunate circum- 
stance, it is not dictating. What do you think?
